WASHINGTON, March 9.—The Sen- 
ate passed today a bill revising the 
articles of war—-the special laws gov- 
erning the country’s military forces, 
which have stood virtually unamended 
Since their codification in 1806. 
Jurisdiction of the court-martial 
is extended by the revision over civil 
crimes committed by persons under 
military law, giving military authori- 
ties jurisdiction over offenses in for- 
eign station and preventing army of- 
fenders from being tried, as now, by 
foreign courts. Provisions prescrib- 
ing the death penalty for minor of- 
fenses in peace time are repealed, the 
death penalty being mandatory in 
peace only for spies. The number of 
capital offenses in war time is reduced 


to twelve. 
Ostracism is part of the punishment 


being. set forth that “it shall be scan- 
dalous for an officer to associate with” 
any officer dismissed for these causes. 
Statutory sanction is given for imposi- 
tion of mild disciplinary punishments 
without court-martial. 


‘WHEAT IN MILLS 
GREATLY INCREASES.

Last year it 
was 85,955,000 and two years ago 9$3,- 
628,000 bushels. The figures do not 
include visible stocks at points of 
large accumulation.

UNDERTAKERS BUSY. 


El Paso undertakers reached here 
tonight with caskets for the American 
civilian and soldier dead. The bodies 
of the Mexicans were burned. Twenty- 
seven bodies were so disposed of today, 
while a number of their wounded were 
treated at the hospital of the Thir- 
teenth Cavalry, the army surgeons 
being assisted in their work by women 
nurses who worked ali day. Some of 
the Villa wounded were mere boys. 

Army officers, whose quarters were 
attacked, bore testimony that resident 
Mexicans of the town pointed out to 
the bandits the houses occupied by 
Americans and those sheltering Mex- 
icans. As a result of this Col. Slocum 
ordered a troop to search eVery Mexi- 
can house and deprive everyone of 
arms on pain of death if they were 
not voluntarily given up. There are 
about 500 Americans in Columbus and

“The Wilhelmina, with a cargo of 
foodstuffs for Hamburg, was only 
stopped after the German cruisers 
had destroyed the Dutch vessel Maria 
(September, 1914,) and the Frye 
(January, 1915,) which were convey- 
ing grain from California to Ireland.

The spirit of fancy pervaded the 
Mason stage last night following the 
Close of the second Butterfly per- 
formance, in the happy sparkle of 
the dance divertissements. Manager 
Ra binoſt and Choreographie Director 
Clustine staged a little surprise by in- 
troducing a series of numbers on 
Kreisler themes not included in the 
regular programme.
